UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 
FOR THE HUNGARIANS 


Provisions 


Measure Contains Many 


to Keep Power in Hands of 
Intelligent Classes. 

Rudapest, November 11.—The bill pro- 
viding for universal suffrage in Hun- 
gary Wag presented to the chamber of 
deputies today by Count Andrassy, min- 
ister of the interior. It contains many 
novel provisions that are designed, as 
the preamble points out, ‘‘to prevent 
the political power from falling wholly 
into the hands of illiterateg or those 


‘not in a position to use it in tne inter- 


ests of the country, but to retain it in 
the hands of the intelligent sections of 
the population.” 

The bill provides that every Hunga- 
rian over 24 years of age who has re- 
sided in any commune for the space of 
one year is entitled to vote. Illiterates, 
however, will be assernblied in groups 
of ten and each group will nave the 
power to select a single elector. As a 
result of this system these classes, 
eharacterized in the preamble as “‘par- 
ticularly accessible to the incitement of 
agitators,’ will have only one vote for 
every ten men. 

As a further medng of “preserving the 
ascéndency of te intelligent classes,’’ 
the bill provides for a system of plural 


two years of age who have fulfilled their 
military duty and who nave three cnil- 
dren, are given two votes. Workmen 
who have spéent five years at the same 
trade, as well aS workman who have 
graduated from specified classes of the 
secondary schools, also are given a 
double vote. EKlectioners who have 
completed the complete ceurse of ihe 
secondary scnools who pay $20 in di- 
rect annual taxation, are given the high 
privilege of voting three times,

A score or 
more of men, some of them stained 
with their own blood, made an heroic 
effort to get to the child, but tme 
wreckage and escaping steam from the 
partially demolishe@ locomotive cut 
off their way, and they were forced.to 
stand idly by as the,little voice, calling 
feebly for help, grew weaker and 
weakér and was finally hushed. 

This child proved later to be Willie 
Attaway, the 8-year-old son of Mrs. Al- 
é6f Slidell, La.

and placed beside those of six or seven 
full-grown men whose lives were &is0 
sacrificed in the catastrophe.

It was léafned from4 
what «is regardeéq as an authentic 
gource tonight that’ ‘the defense Will 
attempt to prove that Oarmack fired 
two shots at young Cooper vefore the 
latter pulled the trigger to nis own re- 
volver: that one of the bullets struck 
Cooper near the collar bone, and the 
other passed anrough the. sleeve of his 
coat. 

What Defense Will Claim. 

The defense will, it is claimed, at- 
tempt to prove further tauat the Coopers 
were not seeking: a meeting ‘with Cart 
‘Mack, but that when they saw him, 
Colenel Cooper started to cross the 
Street to remonstrate with him regatd- 
ing the use of Cooper's name editorially, 
that Carmack drew.*his pistol as he 
saw Colonel Cooper coming, and that 
when young Cooper, who was following 
behind. his father. ran in advance of 
him; that Carmack ‘then shot _ twite, 
wounding young Cooper, thaf then the 
latter began to shoot. It is. saiad by 
friends of young Cooper that his chin 
is powder-burned by shots from Car- 
mack’s revolver. 

Colonel Cooper, Who was with his 
son when the latter shot Carmack; has 
been remanded to jaif without bond, 
charged with mufder, while- young 
Cooper remains at a l6ca! hospita) un- 
der guard, where his woundeg arm is 
being treated. -His physician says he 
is getting along as well as could be ex- 
pected, but the wound ig just above the 
collar bone. in a dangérous locality and 
compuications are likely to occur. His 
prelitfinary trial on the charge of mur- 
der will be held as soon as he is able 
to leave tne hospital. 

Both Senator Carmack and 
Coopers have many friends 
and throughout the atate. 
friends. of the Coopers claim that 
the affair Was merely a street duel 
in which poth sides met and began fir- 
ing; that the Coopers had tried to avoid 
a meeting with Mr. Carmack and were 
on their to the state capitol in response 
to a telephone meéassagetfrom Governor 
Patterson when the tragedy occurred; 
that Senator Carmack had been warned 
and was expecting trouble. 

Conspiracy is Alleged. 


The friends of Senator Carmaick 
strenuously claim that the killing was 
the result of a conspiracy, ptre and 
simple, in wgich men in high authority 
were connected; that Mr, Carmack wa,g 
waylaid and assassinated while he was

Easter League and America 
Association Leave National 
Association, 


WANT THIRD MAJOR LEAGUE 


They Declined to Make Any Other 
Statement Than That They 
Did Not Propose to Let 
Bush Leagues 
Control. 


Chicago, November 1 1.—Eastern 
League and American Association re- 
ports caused a sensation at the annual 
meeting of the National Association of 
Professional Baseball Clubs in this 
city today by withdrawing from the 
session. The two bolting factions had 
presented a resolution asking that they 
be given control of the national board 
of arbitration, and that the Western 
and Southern Leagues be reduced from 
class A to class B. , 

This resolution was voted down by 
the meeting, and President O’Brien, of 
the American Association, then peti- 
tioned for the American Association 
and the Eastern League to withdraw 
from the National Association, and re- 
quested permission to negotiate with 
the American League and the National 
League for a special working agree- 
ment, 

The petitioners insisted upon imme- 
diate action, and when their petition 
was overwhelmingly defeated,othe two 
factions withdrew from the meeting. 
They @eclined to make any statement 
other than that they did not propose 
to be governed by a great number of 
bush leagues. Their next move, it is 
said, will be to confer with the two 
big leagues—the American and the Na- 
tional—with the hope that they may be 
given permission to act as a separate 
organization—really a third major 
league. Rumors, which could not be 
confirmed, had it that the American 
Association had not given up all ideas 
of invading major league territory, and 
that designs were hela on Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago. If 
there were anything in these rumors, 
it goes without saying that the Amer- 
ican Association has nothing to hope 
for from the national commission. 

“We have done nothing more serious 
than to withdraw from the meefing,”’ 
said President O’Brien, of the American 
Association. “We have not withdrawn 
from organized baseball, nor have we 
severed our connection with the Na- 
tional Association by our action. We 
have not become ‘outlaws.’ ”’ 

Technically it was the attempt of 
the Eastern and American factions to 
reduce the board of arbitration from 
seven to five members, and to obtain 
three of the five votes that aroused the 
greatest antagonism in the convention, 
there not being more than five ballots 
out of the poll of twenty-two favoring 
the measure. The small leagues sup- 
ported the Southern and Western 
Leagues in the fight against the re- 
duction in classification of these two 
organizations, and the vote was just 
as solidly against the resolution. When 
the two big- leagues had asked for 
everything they wanted and had been 
refused, they bolted the meeting... Ef- 
forts were made to secure the ald of 
the Pacific Coast League for the seces- 
sionists, but it could not be learned 
that this move attained success. 

While these events were meving for- 
ward, the national commisgion tran- 
sacted business on its own account. It 
was unofficially stated that the Chi- 
cago National League team would be 
reprimanded for unbusiness-like meth- 
ods in disposing of tickets to worid's 
championship games. 

A separate meeting was held today 
by the Western League, at which har- 
mony prevailed. The cities of Wichita 
and Topeka, Kas., were vyoted into 
membership in the Western League. in- 
creasing the number of cities in that 
organization from glx to eight. 

In the evening tne national associa- 
tion held another meeting which the 
Eastern League and the Amertear 
League did not atiend. The two latter 
organizations decided to hold meetings 
in New York on December 5, at whic. 
all of the club owners of the two cir- 
cuits are to map out future actions. A 
committee representing the bolting or- 
ganizations requested that they be al- 
lowed to confer with the national base- 
ball commission, but the request was 
denied by officials of the commission.

These ad- 
vices helped to create additional bullish 
sentiment. The market, after fluctuat- 
ing over a range of 1I-2 to | 1-2 cents, 
closed firm, with prices unchangeg to 
1-2@5-8c higher. Final quotations on 
December were at $1.03 3-8@!.03 1-2 and’ 
on May at $1.07 i-2@1.07 6-8. Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 
339,000 busnels. The world's visible sup- 
ply, as shown by Bradstreet’s, increased 
1,892,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
946,000 bushels, compared with 537,- 
000 bushels the corresponding day a 
year ago. -Minneapolis, Duluth ang Chi- 
cago reported receipts of 674 cars, 
against 1,270 last week (two days) and 
475 a year ago. 

The corn market was jneclined to be 
weak early in the day, owing to realiz- 
ing by local longs, but a firm tone de- 
veloped during, the last half of the ses- 
sion, as @ result of buying based on an 
fmproved export demand. One local 
160,000 bushels for direct 
shipment abroad, and total export sales 
were estimated at 275,000 bushels. There 
Was also a good demand for cash corn 
by eastern shippers. Altaough reports 
claim that offerings of corn in the coun- 
try are increasing, local receipts are 
stillvery small. The market closed firm 
with prices i-4c lower to i-8c higher, 
with December at 62 3-8c and May at 
62 |-4@62 3-8. Local receipts were 63 
cara, with two of contract grade. 

Oats were firm the greater part of 
tne day, but eased off on profit taking, 
and closed about steady with prices un- 
changeg to 1-4@3-8c_lower.

President Barrett’ Address. 


President Barrett's address foflows: 

Brethren of the Farmers’ Union: We 
are met in the metropolis of the south, 
this beautiful and picturesque cosmo- 
politan city, rich in tne inheritance of 
the Dixie of vesterday and today, 4 
venerable in the traditions which reach 
back to the reign of the wilderness, on 
a mission of importance to every state 
Dotween the Potomac and the Rio Grande 
—the redemption ‘of the price of tna 
staple with which the south levies trib- 
ute upon civilization. 

Let us remember that this is the para- 
mount object of our gathering; the res- 
cuing of the price of cotton from the 
artificial influences which have unduly 
depressed it, not permitting any minor 
consideration to interfere with this task 
until] it is well on the road to accom- 
plishment. 

We are assembleq in the New Or- 
leans that repelled the British invader 
when he sought a second time to fasten 
his grip on this country and which 
bore the cruel brunt of the struggle 
when, in later years, the sections quar- 
reled and gave the world the greatest 
civil war in its history. It was behind 
breastworks and barricades of cotton 
bales that the ancestors of the people 
who entertain us today fought valiantly 
in 1812, and crushingly defeated the 
British general, Packenham. 

[It will not be our fault if history docs 
not here repeat itself. The Farmers’ 
Union is the greatest industrial army 
in the south today. With the proper 
zeal and loyalty we can, in our maet- 
ings of today and tomorrow, rear a bul - 
wark of cotton around the souta, and 
from behind its walls crush our en 
mies decisively and finally. 


Prophetic of New Era. 


I regard the great interest taken in 
this convention by the business men of 
New Orleans as prophetic of a new era 
in southern development. It is a réec- 
ognition by the banker, the manufac- 
turer and the merchant tnat the farmer 
furnishes the baeis of the wealth of this 
section, and that benceforth he must 
ang will be reckoned with in the great 
and small. projects looking to its wel- 
fare. \ 

Ten years ago such an exhibition 
would have been impossible. It remain- 
ed for the Farmers’ Union to form an 
overwhelming majority of the planters 
of the south into sueh a compect or- 
ganization as to give to the voice of 
the soil’s producers force and effective- 
ness. Jealousy and distrust are forgot- 
ten and we meet nere today to plan 4 
campaign in which the interest of each 
is identical.
